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Miscommunications cause frustrations

The tunnel door between 
Smith and Southwick Halls has 
been locked in the morning hours 
this past week. The normal hours 
for the gate to be unlocked are 7 
a.m. until 7 p.m., but many stu¬ 
dents have complained of finding 
the door locked at times as late as 
2 p.m.. 

Colin Cashman, a resident of 
Smith Hall found the door locked 
at 9 a.m., while he was on his 
way to work, “it was kind of a 
pain/’ Others were not as toler¬ 
ant, there was talk among resi¬ 
dents of Smith of getting a pair of 
bolt cutters and just snipping off 
the lock. The Resident Director 
of Smith Hall. Mike Fligg, had 
heard only one complaint about 
the tunnel doors being locked, 
and Ken, the director of the 


Smith Dining Hall, received 
many complaints from students 
coming in to breakfast.. Both 
called the University Police and 
“the door was opened within five 
minutes,” according to Fligg, and 
Ken spoke of a similarly quick 
response time to his calls to the 
University Police. 

Andrew Scribner-Maclean, 
assistant director of Resident 
Life, had the answers. There is a 
new hot water system being put 
into Smith and Eames, similar to 
that which replaced the Leitch 
and Bourgeois system that failed 
last semester. The current water 
system could have failed at any 
time, and was a given a maxi¬ 
mum of 18 months to live. In 
order to avoid a similar situation 
as with Leitch and Bourgeois, 
where the residents were without 
hot water for an extended period 
of time, plans were laid to 
replace the entire system over 


intercession, to minimize the 
inconvenience to the students. 

The project did not go off 
entirely as planned; some minor 
construction had to be completed 
during the semester. A door had

to be widened in order for the 
4,000 lb. boiler to be brought into 
the basement, and even with that 
door gone, the boiler only had a 
three quarters of an inch clear¬ 
ance. Thte late installation into 
the former WJUL offices is a 
result of the boiler arriving dam¬ 
aged. Everything would have 
been in place and running 
smoothly for the arrival of the 
students if the boiler was not 
delayed in its arrival and cosmet¬ 
ically damaged when it arrived. 

This relates to the tunnel into 


Smith in that, during the break 
the University Police were not 
unlocking the tunnel. Pipes 
where being replaced, removed, 
refitted and insulated; the tunnel 
was unsafe for student passage. 
By the time the semester started, 
all of this work was completed, 
and it was again safe for students 
to travel in the tunnels, but no 
one informed the University 
Police that the construction was 
over. 

The tunnel’s remaining locked 
was not intentional. In fact, dur¬ 
ing the first weeks of the semes¬ 
ter Sergeant Gagne, Oone of the 
good guys in the white hats,0 
according to Scribner-Maclean, 
was unlocking the tunnel on a 
day-to-day basis, checking if the 
tunnel was safe for travel by the 
students. 

The problem started because 
the University Police were not 
informed that the construction 


was complete and the tunnel no' 
longer had to remain locked. Res. 
Life, who assumed that 
University Police was aware that 
construction was complete and 
did not officially inform them, 
and the students most affected by 
this did not complain to those 
who could solve their problem: 
the RD of Smith received only 
one complaint. 

Another example of this type 
of miscommunication was the 
case of a radiator in Sheehy Hall. 
It had sprung a leak, Res. Life 
was informed and repair and 
cleaning crews were sent to take 
care of the problem. Later in the 
same week, the same radiator 
sprung another leak, and a rug 
was damaged. When Res. Life 
was finally informed of the still 
leaking radiator, it was too late to 
save the rug, and many gallons of 
water were wasted.

When Joanne 
and her husband bought the 
store, it was only a small grocery 
store. “We saw we could do more 
with it, so we did a lot of work on 
it.” 

Joanne knows the names of 
most of her customers, in order 
to “help make the place feel like 
home.” As I interviewed Joanne 
several customers were placing 
orders. Joanne was cordial to 
them all, and knew all their 
names. Joanne tells her cus¬ 
tomers that if “if you come in 
and don’t find what you want, 
we’ll have it the next time you 
come in.” LaFountain’s offers a 
variety of goods, from money 
orders and lottery tickets, to 
gloves and soda. 


LaFountain’s serves their 
breakfast meals all day. Joanne 
said her reasons for doing this is 
“most people, especially students 
get up at different times of the 
day, I know I sometimes like to 
eat a breakfast meal for dinner, 
so do other people.” There are 
also daily lunch specials. Joanne 
makes all her soups from scratch, 
“I like to tell people about them, 
because we don’t use canned or 
dry soup mix.”

Ours are pretty 
low.” Joanne’s customers are 
mostly people who live in the 
apartments near by, “I don’t 
think that students realize we are 
here.

At UMass Lowell, the winter 
brings in snow and cold winds 
unbearable to students. But, 
New England weather is funny; 
winter also brings the cool 
breezes of spring and a new 
beginning, so to speak. 

Well, the UMass Lowell 
baseball team, currently ranked 
15th in the country, has found its 
new beginning as they prepare 
for a bid for the NCAA national 
title. Last year’s hopes of 
advancing to the national tourna¬ 
ment were shattered, but Coach 
Jim Stone says the team is ready 
to win. 

Coach Stone has compiled an 
impressive record of 600-312-7 
in his tenure. Entering his 32nd 
year coaching at the university, 
he believes his kids can compete 
and win against anybody out 
there. Last year, Aldelphi beat 
the River Hawks two games to 
one at the Northeast Regional 
Finals. Stone’s squad ended the 
season with a 25-13 record. They* 
were first in the country defen¬ 


sively, turning 48 double plays in 
38 games. Coach Stone would 
like to see his five veterans step 
up and win the Northeast 
Regionals this year. 

“I have a nice blend of senior 
leaders,” Stone points out. Steve 
Botto, second base (Lowell), 
Ryan Kearney,pitcher (Salem) 
and Mark Rurak, center field 
(Lowell) will head the team as 
tri-captains. Botto, who hit .311 
last year, also played a solid sec¬ 
ond base leading the team by 
turning 15 DP’s. Kearney hurled 
three shutouts in 78.0 innings 
with 51 K’s, finishing the 4 97 
season with an 8-1 record and 
the country’s second best ERA, a 
mere 1.62. His effort was good 
enough to earn him All 
Northeast honors and should be 
the premier pitcher in the coun¬ 
try. Rurak, a NECCO transfer, 
three-year starter hit .325 last 
year and led the team with 42 
runs scored and 17 stolen bases. 
He also played a great center 
field, only making one error dur¬ 
ing the season.

Why not Civil Rights Day?

Martin Luther King Junior does 
not have a holiday in New 
Hampshire. This doesn’t bother me in 
the slightest bit. “Racist! Racist!” I 
hear you all yelling, “Racist!” 
because I am siding with “Our Racist 
Neighbors to the North,” backing 
them in their stand against the rest of 
the nation...Do me a favor...before 
you place the label of racist on me, 
listen to why I like what New 
Hampshire has done... 

They don’t celebrate one person’s 
contribution to civil rights, they cele¬ 
brate the idea of it. The very idea, 
like Independence Day: Civil Rights 
Day. We don’t call it Thomas 
Jefferson day, even though he wrote 
the Declaration of Independence, it’s 
not George Washington Day, though 
he made it a possibility, and it’s defi¬ 
nitely not an issue. Thomas Jefferson 
is dead. George Washington is also 
dead. Their ideas and their contribu¬ 
tions lived for a long time after their 
deaths, and many of us believe that it 
was the collective movement of the 
people behind them that was impor¬ 
tant...If the majority of American 
colonists didn’t want o be free of 
England, then Tom and George prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t even have made it into 
their local newspaper. 


It is true that the civil rights move¬ 
ment was a bit different; there was no 
state of war, there was no talk of 
independence, of starting over again 
with a new set of rules. It was a 
series of legal battles, riots and 
demonstrations wit the aim of achiev¬ 
ing equality. Martin Luther King Jr. 
,gave a great contribution to this 
movement, but, as with the war for 
independence, if Dr. King stood 
alone, he would of hung alone. Why 
should we honor JUST him? Why not 
everyone who contributed? I’ll tell 
you why...Because Martin Luther 
King Jr. is dead. And if we celebrate 
him, and not his ideas, maybe, just 
maybe, we’ll forget about them... 

You don’t think so? I do. 

The idea is more important than 
the person. If we celebrated Jefferson 
Day instead of Independence Day, 
would we remember the ideas of 
Hamilton, Franklin and Washington?

It is true that 
Dr. King was a very important and 
influential member of the civil rights 
movement, but so were all of the oth¬ 
ers mentioned above. They may not 
have all had the power that Dr. Kind 
had. Some of them had more power, 
most had much less, but they were all 
important, even those that are in the 
history books for less than exemplary 
behavior, or aren’t there at all. Ideas 
do not spring into being from a vacu¬ 
um. 

Here is another thought for 
you...What would Dr. King have 
wanted? For you to remember him, or 
what he gave his life for? Think 
about that before you apply the label 
of racist to “most” of New 
Hampshire. Before you apply the 
label of racist to me. We do not cele¬ 
brate Martin Luther King Jr., we cele¬ 
brate his ideas.

Corazon . is a folk-y blend of 
many musical styles ranging 
from folk to country to rock. He 
is most obviously influenced by 
Bob Dylan, but does not possess 
the insightful perceptions of the 
legendary singer. However, 
Earle’s album does provide lyri¬ 
cally driven songs that are right 
out of the ‘50s and ‘60s. In fact, 
while listening to El Corazon, I 
found it hard to believe that it 
was a product of the late ‘90s. 

Earle begins his album with a 
noteworthy tune called 
“Christmas in Washington,’’ a 
folk-y comment on the chaotic 
state of affairs in our nation’s 
capital. “Taneytown,” like the 
first track, is ally about the 
lyrics, but not the melodies. “I 
Still Carry You Around” is an 
up-tempo bluegrass song com¬ 
plete with banjo and harmonica 
sounds. Aside from being very 
Bob Dylan, it feels like trip into 
the past with a simple, old coun¬ 
try tune. 

The worst song is “N.Y.C,” 
which should have been left off 
the album. Suddenly, out of 

nowhere, Earle tries his hand at 


grunge. The chorus sounds as 
though Earle is yelling through 
a bull-horn. The song is a 
reminder that grunge and coun¬ 
try should never, under any cir¬ 
cumstances, go together. 

The two best songs are “You 
Know the Rest” and “Telephone 
Road.” Both are fast and possess 
a light-hearted good time. 
“Poison Lovers” is the most har¬ 
monious and appealing, with a 
duet by Siobhan Kennedy, who 
makes the song vocally interest¬ 


ing. 

Steve Earle’s voice takes a 
little getting used to because it 
is not melodic and is sometimes 
hard to understand. His sound is 
different from current pop music 
trends, and in that sense he is 
worth listening to, but his lack 
of annunciation is distracting. El 
Corazon seems to be, above all 
else, a tribute to the style of Bob 
Dylan, but not as unique or 
int ense.

University of Illinois 

CHAMPAIGN, IL — According to the Daily Illini , between the hours of 2-3:30 a.m. 
on January 30, 13 male University students, between the ages of 18 and 19, were vic¬ 
tims of attempted sexual abuse while they slept in their dorm rooms in Bromley Hall. 
The police report said the suspect went into each of the rooms attempting to fondle and 
engage in oral sex with the slumbering students. Of the 13, only two of the victims 
were actually fondled or touched by the suspect before waking, while the other 11 vic¬ 
tims woke up before any sexual activity could take place. It wasn’t until 14 hours after 
the suspect invaded the last room when Champaign Police were notified. Currently the 
suspect is still at large. University officials have not ruled out the suspect may be a stu¬ 
dent. 

University of Florida 

GAINESVILLE, FL — According to the Independent Florida Alligator , UF senior 
Fernando Aquiles Capablanca plead not guilty February 3 to accessory to murder after 
the fact. Ten people, including Capablanca, and four Santa Fe Community College stu¬ 
dents have been charged with the murder of Ralph Alphonso Vasquez who was left 
beaten and shot in Newberry’s Watermelon Pond Park on Dec. 14, 1997 in a drug deal 
gone sour. If convicted, one suspect may get the death penalty. An 11th suspect in the 
case, Mike Gibbons, was found dead from a drug overdose on the night of the killing. 
State Prosecutor Greg McMahon commented, “this kind of drug use that led to these 
kind of charges seems to be beyond recreational use.” 

Pennsylvania State University 

STATE COLLEGE, PA — According to the Daily Collegian , chemistry professor 
Emeritus Julian Heicklen, who smoked marijuana two weeks ago at the University 
Gates to protest current drug laws did so again on January 29 where he approached a 
crowd of approximately 100 people, set up his lawn chair and began smoking. 
Heicklen promises to be back every week until his cause is reached. University Police 
Services confiscated the cigarette. A member of the crowd then handed him another 
cigarette. Heicklen protested, “It was a theft. The police committed a crime.” There 
have been many calls from several states and a few foreign countries concerning his 
cause. "We’ve started a movement,” said Heicklen. “I’m not an advocate for marijua¬ 
na. I am an advocate for freedom.” 

University of Arizona 

TUCSON, AZ — The Arizona Daily Wildcat reports approximately 300 protesters 
rallied January 31 against the 150-year-old Treaty of Guadeloupe Hidalgo. President 
James Polk ratified the document on Feb. 2, 1848 to end the Mexican-American War 
and give the United States a large portion of Mexico in exchange for $15 million. 
Demonstration organizers said the treaty was supposed to ensure Mexican people, liv¬ 
ing in what is now the southwest Unit e d Sta tes, sha re the same rights as Anglcv 
1 American citizens. Carlos Reyes, a Psychology senior, said he’s tired of media stereo¬ 
typing Chicano teen-agers as gang members and added, “we especially want people to 
realize that this is a good cause for Chicanos and Mexicans Americans.” 

Stanford University 

STANFORD, CA — Caught in the midst of a storm resulting from El Nino, more 
than five inches of rain fell February 2, creating a river flowing on the downward slope 
from the Braun Music Center to the Meyer and Green Library area according to The 
Stanford Daily . Classes were canceled last Wednesday due to the damage suffered by 
several university buildings. The storm drains surrounding Green Library could not 
handle the sudden, large flow of water, flooding the library’s basement. Some students 
and professors attended their first classes unaware classes had been canceled. Classes 
resumed last Thursday, though midterms scheduled were canceled. 

American Universit y 

WASHINGTON, DC — The Eagle reported President Clinton unveiled the “High 
Hopes for College” initiative last Wednesday. Under the President’s proposal, colleges 
across the country would form partnerships with middle and junior-high schools that 
have large concentrations of children from low-income families. Clinton hopes to 
reach more than one million students at 3,000 middle schools over the next five years. 
“I was in an environment which made it very difficult for me to fail,” Clinton said. 
“That’s the environment I want for every child in America.” Announced earlier this 
week, Clinton’s fiscal 1999 budget allots $140 million and an additional $70 million 
to be phased in during 2000 and 2001 for the High Hopes program. 

Embry-Riddle University 

WASHINGTON, DC — The Arion reports Sen. Robert Torricelli (D-NJ) has pro¬ 
posed a bill requiring colleges to collect and publish more data on hate crimes. The 
legislation, if passed, includes hate crimes related to simple assault, harassment and 
vandalism. Current law under the Campus Security Act requires colleges to report only 
hate crimes resulting in serious felonies such as murder, rape or aggravated *assault. 
Torricelli sited several high-profile incidents prompting the development of the bill, 
including the e-mail death threats 60 Asian-Americans received last year at the 
University of California-Irvin. Torricelli's bill will come up for consideration this year 
when Congress examines campus safety rules as part of the re-authorization of the 
Higher Education Act. 

University of California-Berkelev 

BERKELEY, CA — The Daily Californian reports the Journal of Blacks in Higher 
Education, through a mail-in survey, discovered among the seven highest-ranked U.S. 
colleges, African-American alumni had views differing greatly from those of the gen¬ 
eral African-American population. According to the Journal, the survey contradicts a 
commonly held belief that most young people tend to become more politically conser¬ 
vative as they get older. Pe^cy C. Hinzen, chair of African-American studies said black 
students tend to become disenchanted, “the university continues to be primarily male, 
primarily white, so it continues to hold onto racial views of the nineteenth century, 
especially the ideas of scientific racism.”
